For the best performance and longest life, we 
recommend RadioShack alkaline batteries,

1. Be sure MONITOR and LIGHT are set to OFF. 

2. Using a pointed object such as straightened 
paperclip, press and hold the button on the right 
side of the battery compartment cover. 



SI CAUTION SI 

Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and 
recommended type.

3. Slide the cover to the right and lift it off. 



4. Insert 6 AA batteries into the compartment as 
indicated by the polarity symbols (+ and -) marked 
inside. 
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5. Align the tabs on the cover with the slots on the 
transmitter then slide the cover to the left to 
lock it. 

When the transmitter's range decreases or the 
monitor's picture becomes unstable, replace the 
batteries. 

I M THE Truck 

1. Set ON/OFF to OFF. 

2. Slide the battery compartment cover toward the 
front of the truck, and lift it open. 

3. Insert 6 AA batteries into the compartment as 
indicated by the polarity symbols (+ and -) marked 
inside. 



4. Replace the cover and slide it toward the back of 
the truck to secure it. 


If the truck loses power or does not respond to the 
transmitter, or the monitor's picture becomes blurred, 
replace the batteries.

1. Fully extend the transmitter's antenna. For 
maximum range, hold the transmitter with the 
antenna pointing straight up. A 
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2. Set SPEED on the transmitter to LOW or HI. 

3. Slide ON/OFF on the truck to ON. Cf” 

4. Set MONITOR to ON to view the picture. 

5. If necessary, set LIGHT to ON to turn on the truck's 
headlights. 

6. Use the left (speed) and right (steering) levers to 
drive the truck. 

7. If the monitor screen is too bright or too dark, 
adjust the brightness control on the transmitter. 

8. When you finish playing with the truck, slide ON/OFF 
on the truck to OFF and MONITOR and LIGHT on the 
transmitter to OFF.

If the truck does not drive in a straight line when you 
release the right control lever, adjust the wheel 
alignment control (between the front wheels, underneath 
the car). 

Turn the lever toward L (left) if the car is pulling to the 
right, or toward R (right) if the car is pulling to the left.

Your truck or transmitter might cause TV or radio 
interference even when it is operating properly. To 
determine whether your truck or transmitter is causing 
the interference, turn off your truck and set MONITOR 
and LIGHT on the transmitter to OFF.

If the truck gets stuck under on 
object, immediately release the 
transmitter's control levers and 
retrieve the car. 


HINT 

Running your car for long 
periods generates high heat 
levels. Heat causes wear and 
tear on the motor. To help keep 
heat levels down, when your 
truck's batteries run down, let 
the car cool at least 10 minutes 
before installing fresh 
batteries. 

If someone uses a CB nearby, it 
might interfere with control of 
the truck. If this happens, 
move the car and transmitter 
away from the CB. 

You cannot operate your truck 
near devices with transmitters 
that use the same frequency as 
the truck (either 27 MHz or 49 
MHz). 

If the truck moves slowly, and 
you just replaced the batteries, 
check the wheel mechanisms 
for lint, thread, hair or dust.

Keep the truck dry; if it gets wet, wipe it 
dry immediately. Use and store the truck 
only in normal temperature environments. 
Handle the truck carefully; do not drop it. 
Keep the truck away from dust and dirt, 
and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally 
to keep it looking new.
